dummy’'s ace-cight. Duminy won 
with the ace of hearts, and 
South now had his second chance 
to lose the contract, A trump 
continuation would have been 
futat.

Britain felt to thitd place with

Tt was in 1943, when Britain's 
cotton textile mills were suffer- 
ing from labour shortare, and 
Japan's were recovering from 
the war, that the United Stntes 
first became the world’s largest 
exporter of cotton cloth. In 1949 
she was just beaten by Britain, 

Defore the war she had not 
been a big exporter,

record year of 1951, when the 
textile slump had not yet 
serlously dit world markets.
